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DETAILED ACTION 
Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The listing of references in the specification is not a proper information disclosure 
statement. 37 CFR 1 .98(b) requires a list of all patents, publications, or other 
information submitted for consideration by the Office, and MPEP § 609 A(1) states, "the 
list may not be incorporated into the specification but must be submitted in a separate 
paper." Therefore, unless the references have been cited by the examiner on form 
PTO-892, they have not been considered. 

Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(4) 
because the same reference characters ("10", "11", "12", etc.) are used for different 
parts in the figures. It is suggested that the reference characters be removed from the 
prior art figures. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are 
required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any 
amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the 
immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. Each 
drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top 
margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .121 (d). If 
the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and 
informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the 
drawings will not be held in abeyance. 
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Specification 

3. The disclosure is objected to because the same reference characters are used to 
describe different elements on pages 1-2 and 4-7. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Objections 

4. Claims 3 and 10 are objected to. 

5. Claim 3 recites "said surface bump-preventing layer". This recitation lacks 
antecedent basis in the claims. The word "surface" should be omitted. Appropriate 
correction is required. 

6. Claim 10 recites "the surface of the shipboard protecting fender". This recitation 
lacks antecedent basis in the claims. For examination it will be assumed that this refers 
to the outer surface of the bump-preventing layer. Appropriate correction is required. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 1 -1 0 are allowed. 

8. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
does not teach or suggest the claimed combination, specifically including the rib layers 
and the plurality of bolts passing vertically through the numerous recited elements. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."

Hausmann ('258) 
shows a bumper with a U-shaped base and a vertical bolt. Di Biase ('633) shows a 
bumper with a vertical bolt.
